lette is about- to- become definitely a 
political movement. The meeting of 
progressives in Chicago , today' to 
•consider the Tailroa'd problem 
put 


the progressive group into the thick 
of national polities.. 


From now oh, whatever the pro- 


gressive group does will toe linked 
with Laf ollette's ' presidential boom. 
Instead of being a non-partisan pro^ 
gressive movement, engineered 
by 


men of both major parties, it 'will 
become a Lafollette movement and 
probably a third .party. 


There are two reasons for this. 
One is that Lafollette will domi- 


nate the railroad conference and. all 
succeeding conferences .on taxation, 
immigration, foreign relations 
and 


other .issiies. The other is that the 
questions to -be considered by the 
progressives are all certain to be 
political issues in 1924. 


Laf ollette's group, when it takes 


any position at all, will differ with 
both the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats. Obviously, therefore, the only 
way the Lafollette ideas 
can 
be 


made effective in legislation or gov- 
ernment policy is through the elec- 
tion of Lafollette candidates. 


Lafojltte has 
chosen 
to make 


hisi first move on the railroad prob- 
lem. He knows that it is by far the 
biggest Democratic question, o'f the 
day. Linked with it aud dependent 
in a, measure, op its settlements are 
questions affecting general prosper- 
ity, taxes, agriculture, manufactur- 
ing, coal" mining- and employyment 
generallyy. 'Furthermore, it is a vital 
question of .policy. Upon it the Dem- 
ocrats ^and Republicans, capital and 
labor are widely divided. Here, La- 
follette believes, is the great -oppor- 
tunity for the progressive group to 
present a- program that the country 
will rally to with _enthusiasm. 


Both Republicans and Democrats 


have muddled the 
transportation 


problem, Lafollette says. The pro- 
gressives — that is, 
Lafollette — will 


tell the country that the new group 
will attack the question f conomieally 
and scientifically, rather than polit- 
ically.
